The 
radical leader emphasized that 
France’s good will toward Germany 
must be reciprocal, and warned that 
any German tendencies toward reac- 
tion would hamper friendly Franco- 
German relations. 

“Tf the Germans return to fmperial- 
ism and refuse to pay reparations,” 
Herriot said, “negotiations. would be 
most difficult. My policy toward Ger- 
many will be one of good faith, pro- 
vided it is reciprocal.”
